MDR 

The latest FEC filing by the campaign committee Jeff Beals for Congress (NY-19) 
includes a $56,000 loan made by the candidate. But according to the candidate's 
Financial Disclosure Report of assets filed with the Clerk of the House of 
Representatives on June 19 of this year, Mr. Beals had no assets. 

My understanding is that the law does not permit candidates to borrow or receive 
as gifts funds that they then donate to themselves. To quote from your website; "If 
any person, including a relative or friend of the candidate, gives or loans the 
candidate money "for the purpose of influencing any election for federal office," the 
funds are not considered personal funds of the candidate even if they are given to 
the candidate directly." 

I ask that this matter be investigated and that appropriate action be taken.
